to give up seeking reelection because of the necessity of taking 
over the affairs of his Canadian ranch in British Columbia. Con- 
gressman Nelson will leave for Canada Saturday and will end 
his congressional duties at once. 


DAVIDSON IS ELL 


Congressman Davidson is in a hospital at Washington and 


acting on the advice of his physician he advised his friends today 
that he would not be a candidate for renomination. Congress- 
man Davidson has been in poor health for some time. 


It was known about ten days ago that Congressman Nelson 


was considering the advisability of withdrawing. He has been 
unable to get a manager to take charge of his ranch in Canada 
and only his desire not to withdraw under fire has prevented an 
earlier announcement. He has a heavy investment in Canada. 


In a recent letter to a friend in Madison Congressman Nel- 


son said: 


"I have been unable to get a man to take charge of the ranch 


in whom I can place confidence. Seven married women; five of 
them widows, have taken stock and depend upon the proceeds of 
the farm more or less for livelihood. I also have creditors whose 
demands must be considered." 


The ranch was formerly managed by Byron Nelson, the con- 


gressman's son who is now in the army. 


With the announcement of Congressman Nelson's withk 


drawal it is believed that Ernest N. Warner, Madison, will an- 
nounce his candidacy for congress.

Paul's are not as fat as they 
used to be. War rations and air 
raids have affected them mate- 
rially. 


Visitors to London's famous 


cathedral are not as numerous as 
they were in pre-war days and 
those persons who do feed the 
pigeons nowadays don't care to 
pay twenty-five cents a pint for 
peanuts just to see the big birds 
peck. -It's a violation of the De- 
fense ofvthe Realm Act to feed 
bread to birds, so the pigeons 
have to content themselves prin- 
cipally with scanty leavings from 
the cab horses' dinner bags. 


The pigeons of St. Paul's, and 


of al), London, toe, dread the buzz 
of an airplane propeller over- 
head and even during the day-- 
time when an observing allied 
aviator appears in the sky—and 
this is almost daily—the pigeons 
nutter about and fret considera- 
bly until he is out of sight.
